I was struck first by the scars 
which the past ten years have left 
on his face.

But as he 
fitted a cigarette into his long holder 
and looked up for the first question 
he came to life, and soon his eyes 
were sparkling, his cheeks puffing 
out (a mannerism which one doesn’t 
see in his public speeches) and he 
showed all the old fight, for this is 
a game that he loves. The second 
thing which impressed me was the 
great friendliness of the man. 

The “Cliveden Set” denunciation 
came out in reply to the leading 
question, about all the talk going 
around saying that the damage to 
the Pacific Fleet at Pearl Harbo1 
was far worse than Secretary 
Knox’s report admitted. It is quite 
possible that the interest which the 
correspondents expressed in this sub 
ject influenced the President to head 
line his radio speech last Monday 
with it. For one of the values to him 
of these press conferences is that 
they help him to keep in touch with 
public feeling right across the 
country. 

For the rest they enable him to 
give out messages and warnings to 
the people—such as his warning that 
day that New York or Detroit might 
be attacked by the enemy at any 
time without making public speech 
es or issuing them through an ela 
borate press bureau of his own.
